day. 
The latest development in a 
series of m aneuvers between 
r e s i d e n t s and developer 
Claude J.

Sinclair, 
president of Mountain Springs 
Estates and secretary of the 
Sharder Three W ater Co., is 
the outcome of an emergency 
meeting by the homeowmers 
Tuesday night. 
It was held in response to a 
notice by Sinclair that if the 
w ater users 
failed 
to 
pay 
their bills when due, “ the wa­ 
ter company will be unable to 
pay the City of La Verne, and 
they will shut off the w ater." 
The 
homeowners 
claimed 
that even though they had 
paid their past bills, the Shar­ 
der companv was two months 
behind in its paym ents to the 
city, owing a total of $1,670 
for May and June. The conrt- 


pany buys its water from the 
city. 
Included in Sinclair’s bills 
to the water users, in addition 
to the usual w ater charge, 
was a special assessm ent for 
maintenance 
costs, 
and 
a 
“ rate adjustm ent" for antici­ 
pated 
attorney’s 
fees 
and 
court costs. 
He said all three paym ents 
were 
due 
by 
Friday. 
The 
“ special adjustm ents” for leg­ 
al costs ranged from $60 to 
$600. 
The 
homeowners Tuesday 
night voted to pay the usual 
w ater bills but balked at the 
special adjustm ents. Twenty- 
eight signed a letter refusing 
to pay those adjustm ent. Four 
said they had alreday paid 
them.

costs and attorney s fees) as 
determined by a judge and al­ 
located to share holders rath­ 
er than water users,” the let­ 
ter stated.

Events of the next few days 
probably will determine whe­ 
ther chances oi a Mideast 
peace suddenly have been en- 
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hanced by Egyptian President 


Anwar Sadat’s ouster of So­

whether a new explosion is 


imminent. 
Sadat’s own position also 
may be hanging in the ba­ 
lance. 
For many months a steady 
deterioration in relations be­ 
tween Sadat and Moscow has 
been apparent. But for Sadat 
to go to the extremes he has 
must be 
interpreted as 
a 
heavy blow to Soviet Mideast 
aspirations. 
That Sadat should make his 
move at this particular time 
suggests also that the Egyp­ 
tian leader is becoming in­ 
creasingly isolatpd. from oth­ 
er 
Arab 
governments 
and 
perhaps at home as well. 
On April 6 he broke rela­ 
tions with Jordan as result of 
King Hussein’s proposal for a 
federation which would give 
autonomous status to Palesti­ 
nians living on the Israeli-oc­ 
cupied west bank of the Jor­ 
dan River. 
F u r t h e r bitter reaction 
came from Cairo this month 
with news of the renewal of 
diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Yemen 
and reports that similar ac­ 
tion may be expected soon be­ 
tween the United States and 
Sudan. 
Suggestions of political un­ 
rest and possible changes in 
neighboring Libya also hint at 
bad news for Sadat who has 
received not only moral but 
financial support from Lib­ 
ya’s 
strongman, 
Moammar 
Khadafy. 


After a period of reconcilia­ 
tion with the United States 
over many months a year 
ago. Sadat announced last No­ 
vember he had “ severed con­ 
tact” with the United States. 
Last May he 
ordered 
the 
U.S. 
diplomatic mission 
in 
Cairo to cut its staff from 20 
to 10. 
At home a test of strength 
may be shaping up. 
It could come from one of 
several directions. 
One could be from among 
the left-overs from those ac­ 
cused last year of a plot to 
overthrow Sadat. Chief defen­ 
dant was former Vice Presi­ 
dent Ali Sabrv. a Moscow fav­ 
orite and one of the reasons 
for the mounting ill will be­ 
tween Sadat and Moscow. 
A n o t h e r possible source 
could be impatient Egyptian 
students fed up with oratory 
and demanding action. Last 
w i n t e r ’ s student demon­ 
strations showed resentments 
to he directed about evenly 
against the United States and 
the Soviet Union. And still 
another could be young Egyp­ 
tian army officers tired both 
of Russian dictation and of 
Sadat’s broken promises of 
imminent action against Is­ 
rael. Sadat went from last 
year’s “ year of decision" to 
this year government reorga­ 
nization dedicated to ‘total 
confrontation.” 
On the Russian side there 
also is a weariness with Sa­ 
dat’s oratory. Mideast unrest

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Rattles and Straws 
Belaboring the 
Labor Problem

Politics, they say, makes strange bedfellows, but so does 
Labor. 


At its recent annual convention in Atlantic t ty. the National 
Education Association voted to bar att tuition with organized 
labor, and I expect it’s iust as well for both sides. Such a 
marriage was not made m liea\en — or even Atlantic City. 


The NEA move was aimed at preventing an alliance be­ 
tween itself and the American Federation oi Teachers, but it 


may keep the schoolmarms from getting embroiled in th« 
spaghetti-like tangle that Italian labor is thrashing a ro u n d in 
now. 
Suppose the teachers joined up with the dockworkers’ union. 
If the stevedores hit the bricks over unsafe lading and loading 
conditions, the teachers would have to walk out, too. An —- uh, 
union with the grocery clerks would close the schools over the 
issue of clean aprons and how high to pile the Campbell’s soup 
cans. Perfectly contented educators might find themselves 
walking a picket line protesting the lack of feather-bedding in 
Amtraks unions. 
Fhe situation has actually arisen in Italy where union lea- 
deis havi called out printers, university professors, far­ 
mhands. dotk workers and hotel, bar and restaurant em­ 
ployes. Mama nua! 


The coniunction ot such disparate labor forces must make a 
very striking scorn. Hare is Antonio, the sheep herder, picket 
sign over his shoulder, followed by Dr. Giovanni della Vero­ 
nese, professoro of neurosurgery at the University ot Milan, 
and i iiuseppe the bar tender, chatting with Marco the typeset­ 


ter. About all they would have In common would be a demand 
for more money and soccer. 
I have covered a number of strikes for the Progress-Bulletin. 
during my years of durance vile, and I know that workers, 
strike leaders, labor bosses and others involved are thrown 
into close contact, ideas are exchanged, friendships formed. Is 
it not possible that there may come from Italy’s labor em- 
brogllo a sort of cross-breeding of ideas for all concerned? 


Suppose it dawned on the college professor that a bar ten­ 
der. who can have a glass of wine any time he wants, leads a 
pretty iolh life. II professore might demand the same privi­ 
lege for tiie academic world. The dockworker, on the other 
hand, might learn about the sabbatical leave — one year off in 
every seven wivh pay — and include that in his demands on 
shippers. The famhand would want to sit down all day like the 
civil clerk, the printer would demand a two-hour lunch and 
siesta like the shepherd. And so on. 


Even if Italy’s multiciplicitv of strikes is unsuccessful, the 
cross-fertilization oi ideas for new labor demands bodes no 
gcod tor il managemento.

She Left Her Car in S 


Phony Repairs Thwarted 


»My problem is that my car is in San Francisco and I am in 
Ciaremont, and I would like your help in getting us reunited. 


Three weeks ago I made : nip up to Mill Valley, just north 
of San Francisco, to visit my parents. I make this trip once a 
month. While returning through San Francisco 1 heard this aw­ 
ful noise in my car and not wanting to risk driving more than 
400 miles v itb my cat sounding like a 10-year-old lawnmower 1 
dro\e into the nearest gas station. 


The scene: A corner gas station at 11:30 Sunday night. A 
loud chugging noise announces the arrival of a young girl 
alor.e. Lecherous attendant figures he’d get what he can, and 
In this case it can only be as much money as possible. He tells 
me something about fuel lines, and generators, and valves, 
and says it will cost $300 to fin the engine. 
I am a student at Cal Poly and had to be back for exams so 
1 left the car there, took a cab to the bus station, a bus to the 
airport, and flew back to Ontario. I have since discussed the 
matter with my regular mechanic and his theory is that so­ 
mething came loose ard was just rattling. 


I nave called the station in San Francisco and I keep on 
getting a very rude re<eption. The last time 1 called they said 
if I agreed to an engine overhaul they would not charge me $3- 
a-day storage. 


I feel as if I’m being blackmailed. I spoke to my mechanic 
and he said it’s almost inconceivable that this car could need 
an engine. And he’s a friend of my brother and has taken care 
of it since I bought it. 
Can you do something? The garage now claims I owe more 
than $60 in parking or storage fees. This is outrageous. And to 
be outraged is to be frustrated. 
I’m perfectly willing to pay for repairs that the car might 
need but can you help me not have to pay for unnecessary and 
unneeded repairs?—R.S., Claremont. 


At the advice of a friend of a friend we contacted a highly 
recommencieo mechanic in San Francisco by the nam e oi 
Steve Krasner. We discussed the car and discussed the new 
Automotive Repair Act which provides that: 
— A written estim ate must be submitted to the consumer 
before any work is done. 
— A detailed invoice describing service and parts supplied 
must be g’ven to the consumer. 
— Replacement parts must be made available upon request 
ir advance of service 
Violators of the automotive law are subject to a fine not 
exceeding $1,000 or six months imprisonment, or both. 
Krasnor, who works at \u to City on S. Van Ness Ave. dis­ 
cussed the implications of the law with a man at the gas 
station where you had your car. The man he spoke to said he 
w asn't aw are of the problem but he would check it out. 
Krasnor told us that he insisted on being there when the car 
was checked. After a lengthy discussion, in which the gas 
station owner was reminded of the law, your car keeper 
agreed io release ihe car to Krasnor. He called us, we re­ 
ceived your o.k., and -we’re told that it took him less than 15 
m inutes to fix your car before leaving the gas station. 
You have since picked up your car and told us he would 
accept no payment. The gas station did not ask tor any sto­ 
rage fee. 


1 recently followed up on an ad for “ Work at Home.* 
I 
received a quick reply irorn a New Mexico company which 
stated tnat for $3 1 could receive a iist of company names and 
addresses who offer work-at-home opportunities (i.e. address­ 
ing and stuffing envelope-, etc.) 1 received the list and wrote 
to three companies for information. Most ol the companies 
requested 25 cents along with a self-addressed, stamped enve­ 
lope. So far I haven’t had any replies.

gutting me anywhere I wonder if you are familiar wilh any 
companies that after such work, nr any reliable uork-at-hoine 
companies.—M.J.H., Sen Dimas.

The candidate said his ap­ 
proach to these problems is 
mainly pointed to the Mexi- 
c a n-American 
child.

Tuesday Domingo Lope/, a 
cousin of the defendant, testi­ 
fied that the Madrid family 
had come to visit his family 
at their home in San Bernar­ 
dino near Christmas of last 
year. He said that the Madr­ 
ids had been drinking heavily 


and that during the evening he 
walked into the kitchen at­ 
tracted by an argument be­ 
tween 
the 
couple.

kitchen Lopez said he saw the 
defendant standing over his 
wife who was lying on the 
floor with her mouth bleed­ 
ing. He said Mrs. Madrid ran 
outside but lie stopped her and 
brought her buck.

Hospital Costs: 
Administration1. 


Soaring hospital co>ts arc a matter of concern to 
everyone today. 
Statistics from the Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare show that hospital costs have been 
rising more than five times as fast as the general 
Consumer Price Index. 
According to the Hospital Financial Association, 
the national average cost of one day in a hospital In 
now 
$83 
(excluding 
physicians’ 
and 
surgeons’ 
!ees(—up 3CK* per cent in the last 10 years. The 
average length of stay is seven days. 
Even il a person is foi lunate enough not to lie 
among the one out oi eight Americans who will be 
admitted to a hospital this year, the growing cost of 
sickness is sooner or later reflected in the monthly 
hospitalization insurance premiums he pays. 
Yet a startling lact is that fully one-third of all 
hospital costs have nothing whatever to do with 
health care or with the medical treatment 
of 
patients. Spokesmen for the industry- charge that 
hospital managements have failed to cheek the stag­ 
gering costs of mnning the administrative areas of 
hospitals, which account lor over 33 pet* cent of all 
costs. 
The average 30u~bed hospital handles over 4Y000 
transactions. 6.(DO patient and insurance bills 10.000 
h ilow-up statements and an $800,000 cashflow every 
month. 
But in an age where every major institution uti­ 
lizes the compuier for all administrative work. a 
recent study by the Hospital Financial Association 
m ea le d that 5T p**r cent ol all hospital financial 
and accounting transactions are still performed b> 
hand. 
Even though hospital boards are composed of 
leading businessmen, many of whom are in charge 
of completely computerized companies, they font Bl­ 
ue to allow hospitals to be run like an old-fashioned 
grocery store. 
However, hospital- are in a difficult position when 
it comes to computerizing their business operations, 
points out R. James Maealeer, president of Shared 
Medical System s a eompanv which provides compu­ 
ter time-sharing facilities to hospitals across the na­ 
tion. 
“It does cost mone>,” he admits, “and admin­ 
istrators have the arduous task oi convincing board 
members of the necessity» oi a computer system 
when often there is need for iunds to be spent else­ 
where as well.” 
Still, many hospitals have recognized the need and 
are saving hundreds ol thousands of dollars a year 
in administrative costs. 
“Obviously,” says Maealeer, “computerizing the 
business operations oi a hospital is just one step in 
containing spiraling hospital costs. But it is an im­ 
portant step.” 


A Protective Statute 


The recent U .S . Supreme Court ruling that news­ 
men do not have constitutional protection against 
being compelled to disclose confidential sources of 
information to Congress, the federal courts and 
agencies has struck hal’d at a base tool of effective 
reporting in America. 
California editor Dick Fogel, chairman of Sigma 
Delta Chi’s National Freedom of Information Com­ 
mittee said that the professional journalistic society 
feels the court’« holding “reflects a disturbing in- 
aersitivitv to the critical role of the independent 
pres* m our society.” 
The decision, which held against three reporter- 
who claimed the First Amendment granted them 
immunity to grand jury subpoenas seeking dis­ 
closure of 
material 
obtained 
from 
confidential 
sources, could “complicate the journalist’s work in 
seeding access to news, 
.and can dry up sources.” 
Fogel held. 
To prevent that happening at a time when gov­ 
ernment and society as a whole are gi*owing in eom- 
p!c \it, thus requiring creator not less access to 
their inner workings. I s. Senator Alan Cranston 
has introduced a measure which would protect by 
statute at the tedrral level newsmen’s right to con­ 
fidentiality. 
Senator Cranston’s bill is patterned after similar 
statutes in California and 13 other states and was 
introduced after he noted that the Supreme Court 
had ruled only that the immunity is not con- 
$ i ituuonally protected. 
His point was that. af> is the case in California, if 
the lawmakers support the principle they can e\- 
tend it by statute. 
Disappointing as the Court’s ruling was, the situa- 
tioi ( an be remedied by the Congress which should 
d i .<> at tin. earliest opportunity.

national convention is over, 
members of Congress are tal­ 
king about the mistakes that 
were made as they hear from 
their constituents.

Senator George 
McGovern of South Dakota, 
delivered his speech of accep­ 
tance at 3:00 o’clock Fridav 
morning. From the point of

number of listeners, mostly in 
the Pacific Coast time belt, 
but this was nowhere near 
what he might have had if ar­ 
rangem ents could have been 
made for his speech to he de­ 
l i v e r e d sometime between 
8:00 and 11:00 p.m., Eastern 
Daylight Time. 
Details, Details 
The primary purpose of the 
convention was to select can- 
dictates 
for 
President 
and 
Vice President. The television 
c o v e r a g e 
included

versations and reports

votes 
from 
the 
convention 
floor. 
It 
was 
not 
possible 
evidently for the managers to 
present the two candidate in 
time for the audience to hear 
their addresses. In this in­ 
stance particularly, the two 
nominees are not well known 
to the general public, 
and 
whoever planned the schedule 
would have benefited the par­ 
ry by making the speeches of 
acceptance the really impor­ 
tant event of the last night. 
But the affairs of the con- 
vention be< arte enmeshed in 
all soils of details, and votes 
had to be taker, which could 
have been handled early in 
the afternoon 
of Thursday. 
The big moment — the ap­ 
pearance and speeches of the 
two nominees — could have 
been highlighted in the early 
evening hours. 
Senator McGovern's speech 
was, of course, 
printed 
in 
some newspapers afterwards 
end read b\ those who missed 
its delivery ( n televi*inn. It is 
by no n eans a brilliant ,?d- 
dre s, but it give- an insi ht 
into his position on some im­ 
portant subjects. He covered 
a good deal of ground and 
mentioned several topics that 
are bound to be discussed 
frequently in the campaign 


One interesting point that 
Senator McGovern made in 
his speech was a promise that 
read in part as follows: 
“And within 90 days of my 
inauguration, every American 
soldier and every American 
prisoner will be out of the 
jungle and out of their cells 
and back home in America, 
where they belong.“ 
No explanation was offered 
by Senator McGovern as to 
whether he w’ould pull out all 
American troops 
without 
a 
previous agreement with the 
N o r t h Vietnamese 
for 
a 
cease-fire or any other form 
of armistice. President Nixon 
has called for a cease-fire 
throughout 
Indo-China, 
fol­ 
lowed by compiete withdraw­ 
al of our military forces with­ 
in four months thereafter. He 
has, however, indicated that 
the four-month period is con­ 
tingent upon release of the 
prisoners and an accounting 
of Americans missing in ac­ 
tion. 
There is very little differ­ 
ence between the objectives 
of the two plans, except that 
S e n a t o r McGovern doesn’t 
state what assurances he will 
want from the North Vietna­ 
mese by way of an agreement 
to release American prisoners 
— whether there will be any 
conditions cm this subject im­ 
posed or whether the with­ 
drawal of troops will be un­ 
conditional. 
S e n a t o r McGovern dis­ 
cussed 
briefly domestic is­ 
sues. 
Again 
and again 
he 
pointed out that it is neces­ 
sary for the United States to 
remain 
“militarily 
strong.” 
He said: 
‘‘America will keep its de­ 
fences alert 
and fully 
suf­ 
ficient to meet any danger. 
We will do that not only for 
ourselves but for those who 
deserve and need the shield 
of our strength — our old al­ 
lies in Europe and elsewhere, 
including the people of Israel,

Helen Orr,

Teachers, spoke first in pro- 
est of teachers “ subsidizing” 
. h e 
Chino 
school 
district 
ihrough low salaries, 
over- 
oadod classes and low fringe 
jenfits. 


Nick Medina, president of 
the Mexican-American Poli­ 
tical 
Association, 
addressed 
the board on behalf of this or­ 
ganization to question John T. 
Tomlinson Jr. s qualifications 
“to assist in formulating pol­ 
icy regarding the education of 
the children of this district.” 
T h e 
board 
sat 
calmly 
through Miss O rr’s presenta­ 
tion of information from an 
“ Index of the 
Effort to Fi­ 
nance 
a 
Potential 
Quality 
Education Program , 1970-71.” 
Since 
1965, she contended, 
the salaries of teachers 
in 


Chino have been below the 
state average. There was a 
general tax fund rate peak in 
1 966-67 
when 
the 
“ Chino 
board was putting forth every 
effort to gain as many tax 
dollars as possible,” she said. 
In examining teacher salary 
that 
year, 
the 
El 
Rancho 
teacher told the board 
“We 
were aware that money was 
tight. But why are the teach­ 
ers 
in Chino always lower 
than others?” 
S h e 
gave 
figures 
that 
showed that by carrying a 
class load 
in excess of the 


class 
average, 
the 
district 
saved $585 per teacher. 
She cited the difference be­ 
tween 
the 
average 
Chino 
teacher salary and the state 
average as $408; and the dif­ 
ference between local fringe 
benefits and the average of 
five southern counties in the 
state as $71 per teacher. 
“Trnaslated into term s of 
o v e r a l l tax savings, this 
amounts to almost $410,000. 
How long are the teachers of 
Chino going to be expected to 
subsidize the district in the 
forms of lower salaries, over­ 


loaded 'classes 
and 
lower 
fringe benefits?” she asked. 
Al 
McCombs 
immediately 
protested the use of the word 
“ subsidize” 
and 
questioned 
the use of figures that were 
more than a year old. The 
1971-72 
figures 
could 
have 
possibly altered the picture 
somewhat and at least would 
have been more reliable. He 
also felt that the taxpayers 
were “ taking the rap” for the 
state legislature's failure to 
a c t 
positively

boards throughout the state 
and provide more funds.

Release Plan 
Questioned 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) 
— A new program being con­ 
sidered by the Board o' Su­ 
pervisors which would allow 
some prisoners to be re-eased 
from custody on their own re­ 
cognizance ran into a roadb­ 
lock Monday morning when 
Personnel 
Director 
Martin 
Nelson 
presented 
classifica­ 
tion recommendations for five 
staff 
members 
needed 
to 
operate the program. 
“ Just one m inute!” Super­ 
visor Daniel D. Mikesell in­ 
terjected. “This is something 
that causes me creat embar- 
r a s s m e n t . When I first 
fronted for this program I re­ 
ceived every assurance that 
no additional personnel would 
be needed. Now we have this 
request from the sheriff for 
five more staff m em bers!” 
Mikesell 
asked 
that 
the 
board delay any action on the 
classification until he could 
talk to Sheriff Frank Bland 
on the change in thinking. 
“ Sheriff Bland was allowed 27 
additional staff m em bers in 
his budget requests and it 
seems 
highly 
illogical 
that 
sheriff’s deputies can’t handle 
cases of this nature.” 
Board Chairman Ruben S. 
Ayala rem arked that 
other 
counties are handling releases 
on own recognizance by the 
deputies, and sometimes ar­ 
resting 
and 
then 
releasing 
prisoners with notification to 
appear in court on certain 
dates. 
This procedure is being se­ 
riously considered by county 
officials in an effort to alle­ 
viate the ever-increasing bur­ 
den on the courts and judges. 
Releasing of prisoners in this 
manner will also save the 
cost of boarding and bedding 
the prisoners who are unable 
to raise their bail.

New Theater

LOS ANGELES — The new 
S h u b e r t Theater at Con­ 
stellation 
Avenue 
and 
the 
Avenue of the Stars in Centu­ 
ry City will open with a pre­ 
view perform ance of 
“ Fol­ 
lies” at 8:30 tonight. 
This is the 23rd theater in 
the Shubert chain. The com­ 
pany operates 17 theaters in 
New York City, and others in 
Boston, Philadelphia, Cincin­ 
nati and Chicago. The new ! 
theater is the seventh to car­ 
ry the nam e Shubert. 
The Los Angeles theater oc­ 
cupies one wing of a 
hor- 
scshoe-shaped structure acr­ 
oss the street from the Centu- | 
rv Plaza Hotel. It faces two 
movie houses across a three­ 
tiered 
courtyard 
and 
con­ 
course, with parking for 6,000 
cars beneath the ground. 


A party of 30 reporters and 
photographers toured the Shu­ 
bert Monday afternoon under 
the guidance of Nick Mayo, 
general m anager. The build­ 
ing swarmed with hundreds 
of workers still lavingrugs, 
putting numbers on seats, in­ 
stalling bars, checking light­ 
ing and sound and doing a 
thousand 
other 
last-minute 
chores. The tour went through 
the three-level lobby, th*» or- 
c h e s t r a , 
and 
backstage 
through the dressing rooms, 
wardrobe and rehearsal rooms 
(the pit orchestra was prac­ 
ticing). 
The Shubert reminded me 
somewhat of the Ahmansort 
Theater of the Los A ngers 
Music Center. It is about the 
same size, with seating for 1,* 
800, and has tome 
sim ila­ 
rities. 
Outstanding features of the 
showhouse are the rather gar­ 
ish crimson and purple color 
scheme, the handsome 42-foot 
chandeliers of blown glass, 
the broad circulr stairways in 
the lobby and the auditorium 
itself (crimson seats, purple 
carpeting). 
The orchestra seats 
1,041 
patrons in the continental no- 
aisle arrangm ent, and every 
seat, im luding the 780 in mez­ 
zanine and balconv, is a good 
one The sight lines are unim­ 
peded, and there is a sense of 
intamacy throughout the thea­ 
ter.

It's Possible To Do Difficult Exercise

DEAR DR. LAMB — In one 
of your recent columns you 
n'commended an exercise to 
strengthen the lower abdo­ 
minal muscles. You suggested 
putting your feet on the couch 
and then doing sit-up exer­ 
cises. Did you ever try this? I 
have tired it and I find it im­ 
possible. 
Dear Reader — It is impos­ 
sible for some people. But in 
specific answer to your ques­ 
tion. yes. Not only have I 
tried it, 1 do it every morn­ 
ing. The reason for putting 
the feet up is literally to bend 
the thighs at the hips so that 
you won’t be using the thigh 
muscles for sit-up exercises. 
In this way the principal load 
will be put on the abdominal 
muscles and strengthen them. 
This exercise i* particularly 
good for the upper abdomen 
and not so effective for the 
lower abdomen. 
Some people have trouble 
doing this exercise because 
their abdominal muscles are 
so weak that they are not 
strong enough to life 
the 
body. For individuals with 
this problem I would suggest 
that they start with the legs 
stretched out on the floor with 
the legs extended. This means 
they will be using the hip 
muscles some for an assist, 
but after all their abdominal 
muscles are too weak to do 
much else. Individuals who 
can’t do sit-ups with their feet 
on the couch are the very one 
who meed abdominal exer­ 
cises the most. 
Another exercise that will 
help the abdominal muscles 
for individuals who have very 
weak 
stomach 
muscles 
is 
merely to He flat and lift the 
head up touching the chin to j 
the chest. The lifting of the 
head will put a mild strain on 
the upper abdominal muscles. I 
It is not a vigorous exercise i 
either, but there people need i 
to start wrh very light exer­ 
cises if they are going to do 
anything about the problem.

How Can I 


Still another exercise that 
everybody can do is simple to 
voluntarily tense or contract 
the abdominal 
muscles as 
tight as they can and hold the 
muscle in for a few seconds 
and then relax them. This can 
be done either while lying, 
sitting, or standing. The hol­ 
ding of the abdominal mus­ 
cles and the seat muscles in a 
tense position for a few sec­ 
onds and then relaxing and 
then repeating this helps to 


strengthen these muscles ap­ 
preciably. 
By the way, sucking in the 
abdominal muscles and tening 
the lower abdominal muscles 
in this position as firmly as 
possible for a few seconds 
daily wall help a number of 
people with the problem of 
the lower abdominal pot. 


\fter these types of exer­ 
cises have been done long 
enough, most people can no 
sit-ups with their feet on the 


couch, unless, of course, they 
have arthritis or some de­ 
formity in their spine that 
limits the amount of move­ 
ment they have.

Sick Pup Shouldn't Be Given Worm Pills

D EAR DR. M ILL ER : 
It’s 
about this puppy next door 
that I'm writing. It’s having 
fits. My neighbor has been 
giving it worm pills because 
he thinks that’s what’s wrong 
with it. He hasn’t had as 
much experience with puppies 
as I have because 1 lost one 


with fits more than a year 


same except he was several 
months older and I found out 
it was water on the brain that 
was causing his trouble so we 
put him to sleep. So I figure 
this puppy has water on the 
brain and he shouldn't be giv­ 
ing him those worm pills right 
now. Isn’t that right? — S.Y. 


Dear S.Y.: At least you are 
half right. Worm pills should 
never be given to a sick pup­ 


py and one having fits is a 
very sick puppy. In fact, un­ 
less that puppy was long ago 
taken in to the doctor for a 
lot of help he is probably far 
beyond any help at this point. 
Your diagnosis of hydroce­ 
phalus (water on the brain) 
may have been wrong but if 


your neighbor accepted it, the 


poor puppy might have been 


spared the worm 
medicine, 


something it shouldn’t take in 
its weak and precarious state. 
Actually, 
parasites 
are 
a 
more common cause of fits in 
the very young puppy than is 
hydrocephalus, which usually 
causes fits at three months of 
age or beyond. Any fit may 
be a signal of a critical, life- 


endangering 
situation. 
The 


doctor should 
be consulted 


immediately. Leave it up to 


him to determine whether the 
seizure is caused by one of 
the above problems or a do­ 
zen others ranging from hy­ 
poglycemia (low blood sugar) 
to distemper to poisoning. 


D E A R DR. M IL L E R : 1 was 
watching an archerfish score 
a bull’s eye with water on a 


bug 
sitting 
some 
distance 


above the water. How can 


that little fish spit so accu­ 


rately? — U.S. 


Dear U.S.: 
If the archer 


fish merely spat (in the usual 


sense) at his intended vic- 


tims, his bull’s eye percen­ 
tage would drop considerably. 
Instead, he utilizes a much 
more sophisticated water gun 


arrangement: He pumps his 


gill covers rapidly, building 


up pressure. Water is then 


forged through a tube formed 


by a long groove in the roof 


of his mouth and his tongue 


pressed tightly against it be­ 


low. The end of his tongue is 


a combination valve and trig­ 


ger which releases the high 


pressure blast of water at the 


intended victim.

NEW YORK (UP1)—Harry Walker has a way of being posi­ 
tively encyclopedic. He generally has an opinion on any sub­ 
ject you toss up there on the table, and when you think about 
it, what's so awful about that? 
At least he has an opinion and isn’t afraid to express it. 
That certainly beats a number of other managers I know 
who are more careful with their opinions than they are with 
their money, and that’s pretty careful. 
Harry Walker’s Houston ball club hasn’t exactly been tear­ 
ing up the league lately. 
The Astros, as a matter of fact, have been going plumb the 
wrong way and when Bob Gibson beat them, 3-2, before a 
nationally televised audience the other night, Jim Bouton, who 
used to be one;Of Walker’s employees and now works for a 
local TV channel, pointed out the Astros’ losing streak had 
reached five games or about “ two away from where Harry 
Walker begins throwing food around the clubhouse.” 
Jim Bouton could be straining. 
He has this thing about managers. He doesn’t seem to like 
them. I can’t recall him ever saying anything good about ANY 
manager. They fsn*t all be that bad, can they? 


Makes Good Sense 


In any case, it isn’t the first time Harry Walker has taken 
some needling. Not only from Bouton but from others. Okay, 
so he likes to talk? So what? Is that some kind of social 
disease? All I know is every time I hear Walker talk about 
baseball, ecology or what have you, he makes good sense to 
me. 
, 
Harry Walker is at his best when he’s just sitting around 
schnoozing. 
Someone got him started not long ago by asking him whe­ 
ther he felt baseball is dying. 
“ Dying?” he snorted. “ That’s a lotta propaganda put out by 
football trying to build themselves up. Look, I like football. 
They’ve done a good job promoting their own sport, but how 
can anyone say baseball is dying?” 
“ People are saying it anyway,” Walker was reminded. 
“ Then people are wrong,” he came right back. “ You know 
where all this comes from? It comes from the minor leagues. 
Everybody is major league conscious. People no longer relate 
to the old cornet drug store, the old filling station and so on. 
No one wants second best anymore. No one cares about being 
cooled off by the electric lan; everybody wants air con­ 
ditioning. Society has changed. People all want top grade beef. 
The>’re not satisfied with anything second rate anymore. 
“ It isn’t that baseball Is sick or dying, it’s simply that 
people won’t accept minor league ball like they used to. They 
will not take second best anymore. They demand big league. If 
baseball is supposed to be dying, how come more people talk 
about it today than they ever did? How come so many watch 
it on TV? 
“ Take the colleges alone. Baseball is thriving with them 
more than it ever did. They used to play 30-40 games in a 
college season. Now Eddie Stanky, coaching at South Ala­ 
bama, tells me he’s playing 50-55 games and he’d like to play 
80.” 
“ What is it about baseball you like so much?” I asked Wal­ 
ker. 
"The excitement, challenge, competition,” he answered. 
“ The friendships you make, also.” 


Different Approach 


“ Do you consider baseball your life?” I asked him. “ Are you 
so wrapped up in the game you couldn’t do without it?” 
“ I ’d miss the game, sure,” he said, “ but it’s not my whole 
life. I’m past that stage. I’ve got my wife and my family. 
When you’re a manager you have a different approach than 
wher. you’re playing. When I was 21 it was my life. When I 
was in grade school, I told ’em I wanted to be a big ballplayer 
wnen everybody else said he wanted to be a policeman or 
fireman. Hell, the teacher didn’t even know what I was talking 
about.” 
Harry Walker then made his strongest point. 
“ Baseball is part of a lotta people’s lives in this country,” 
he said. “ It’s an outlet, and keeps ’em from building up pres­ 
sure. They can bitch and yell at the umpire; they can manage 
better than the manager, and they can play better than the 
player out there on the field. They know the game well enough 
so they can do all these things. In their own minds, anyway. 
Football is different. The people who watch it don’t know all 
the nuances, the line play, the pass patterns and tha set-ups. 
“ Doctors talk about heart attacks that come from emotions 
being welled up inside you, but in our game a man can come 
out and forget all the problems he has in his office or at home. 
The game becomes a salety valve. 1 don’t say it’s the best 
there is but it’s a good outlet and a healthy one. You’re out in 
, the fresh air, you’ve got a chance to relax and you can root 
tor whomever you like, Now I ask you, what in the world is 
wrong with something like that?”

an eighth of a mile away. 
Th'< scoreboard is the most 
sophisticated to date. With a 
fiin of a toggle switch or the 
touch 
of a 
typewriter, 
the 
operator will be able to flash 
facial nictures of players on 
one side of the board and 
their histories and pertinent 
information on the other or 
inform spectators im m ediate­ 
ly after a Willie Ellison run 
jest where he stands among 
NFL ground gainer^. 
By 
instant 
replay, 
he’ll 
even be able to re-create that 
Ellison run. 
This new scoreboard will be 
fully operational for the first 
time when the Rams play the 
Cleveland Browns in the 27th 
annual Times Charity Game 
Friday night, Aug. 4.

scoreboard is not much big- 
ger than the old 25 x 46 fool 
board, built in 1938 as the 
most advanced board of that 
time. 
The new hoard, sponsored 
jointly by American Airlines 
and Atlantic Richfield Corp., 
is 25 \ 4S feet, 6 inches. There 
are 7.(AS 40-watt bulbs, nine 
to a square foot with lour in­ 
ches between (he center of 
each bulb.

“Thri is the most advanced

“The state of the art has 
advanced even 
since Three 
Rivers Stadium was built in 
Pittsburgh in 1970 and the 
Philadelphia

1971,” said Burns who was in­ 
volved in the design and con­ 
struction of those scoreboards 
while associated with Federal 
Sign and Signal Corp., which 
built the new Coliseum board. 
Burns said the advance has

TIJUANA — Rafaelillo, the 
youngest bullfighter in the 
world, heads the cartel for 
Sunday in the downtown bull­ 
ring, El Toreo de Tijuana. 
The magnificent new mata­ 
dor, just a few days past his 
17th birthday, will compete 
with the daring Mario Sevilla 
and 
th e 
popular 
young 
Spaniard, Marceiino, making 
h s Tijuana debut. 
Beginning at 4 p.m. they 
will each face two bulls of the 
famed Cerro Viejo Ranch, 
which is sending a herd aver­ 
aging more than 520 kilos 
(1,144 pounds) per animal. 
Rafaelillo, a Tijuana native 
whose complete name is Ra­ 
fael Gil, made an auspicious 
debut in his hometown July 9 
when he was enthusiastically 
applauded for his work with 
difficult bulls of Jose Julian 
Llaguno. 
He possesses the type of 
personality 
that 
commu­ 
nicates easily throughout the 
stands, and his cape work is 
more varied than any seen in 
Tijuana in many years. 
Rafaelillo became a full- 
fledged matador only last 
Christmas Day during a cere­ 
mony at San Luis Potosí, 
where he already has pur­ 
chased a ranch. He cam­ 
paigned only one season as a 
novice, fighting 34 times, in­ 
cluding six successive Sun­ 
days at Plaza Mexico, biggest 
bill I ring in the world. Rafae­ 
lillo has suffered five gorings. 
Sevilla, 23, of Mexico City, 
won two ears June 18 in his 
only other Tijuana appear­ 
ance this season. He is espe­ 
cially noted for his word work 
and left-handed passes. 
Last year on the fourth of 
July, Sevilla spared the life of 
the Tequisquiapan bull, Mo- 
runo, and was symbolically 
awarded two ears. 
This is Sevilla’s fourth sea­ 
son of Tijuana corridas. His 
father, Mario Sevilla Masca- 
renas, is co-author with John 
McCormick of the nonfiction 
bullfight book, ‘The Compleat 
Aficionado.” 
Cerro Viejo bulls were cho­ 
sen to open the Tijuana sea­ 
son May 7, and they were su­ 
perb.

Smart blames the Comu- 
nists, believe it or not. He ex­ 
plained that the internatienal

controls 
two- 
wheel racing, F.I.M. based in 
Geneva, 
is 
dominated 
by 
Eastern European countries 
which do not wish to pay 
large sums to the best riders 
to apear despite the fact 
that their crowds sometimes 
number up to 30,000. 
The dearth of “ starring mo­ 
ney” and the low purse struc­ 
ture on the world champion­ 
ship circuit are two reasons 
Smart 
is 
racing 
in

country. Here he can make 
up

whereas in Europe the best 
he can hope for with a victo­ 
ry, including “ starting mo­ 
ney,” is $1,000. He does re­ 
turn to Europe for selected 
non-championship races, like

Anglers Missing Chance 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(UPD —The 
International 
Game Fish Association says 
light tackle anglers, with un­ 
characteristic 
modesty, 
are 
missing a rare chance to set 
new world records in the six- 
pound line category. 
Five months after the IGFA 
opened the new six-pound test 
class, applications have been 
made tor only 13 of the 49 
species of fish on which re­ 
cords are kept. In the wom­ 
en’s division, there have been 
only five certified entries. 
“ Right now,” IFGA Vice 
President Elwood Harry said, 
“ there are a total of 80 va­ 


cancies in 
the 
men's 
and 
women’s divisions.” 
When the IGFA—the kee­ 
pers of world 
angling 
re­ 
cords— decided to open the 
six-pound line category, Har­ 
ry said he and his staff were 
bra* ed for a deluge of new 
record applications. 
It hasn’t happened so far, 
and Harry explained why: 
“ There have been a few 
problems, 
some 
we 
antici­ 
pated and some we didn’t. 
‘ ‘ F i r s t , the six-pound 
tournament test line is not as 
readily available as the other 
lines. This has resulted in a 
high rate of rejections of en­ 


tries because the line over­ 
tested.” Harry said. 
“ But the biggest problem 
has been anglers eating or re­ 
leasing their catches because 
they 
thought 
they 
weren’t 
heavy enough to be competi­ 
tive in the new six-pound divi­ 
sion.” 
Since the IGFA issued its 
semi-annual list of world re­ 
cord catches in the new divi­ 
sion July 1, Harry said he’d 
been flooded with calls from 
anglers saying they didn’t re­ 
alize there were so many va­ 
cancies. 
“ We expect a heavier influx 
of applications between now 


and the end of the year,” 
Harry said, ‘‘once anglers re­ 
alize 
they 
have 
a 
better 
chance than they think of es­ 
tablishing a world record.” 
In its entry-shy first report 
on 
the 
six-pound 
division, 
Harry noted one exceptional 
c a t c h — a 38-pound permit 
caught in the Florida keys by 
airline pilot Stu Apte. 
“ This was an outstanding 
accomplishment, and it’s a 
record that is likely to stand 
for a while.” Harry said. 
He said applications have 
also been made on a 206- 
pound striped marlin caught 
off Mexico, a 17-pound snook 
caught in South Florida and a 
58-1-2-pound tarpon caught in 
Mexico.
